Dr. Dernburg 
also urged disarmament.

BILL TOBE AVOIDED 


Chairman Schwartz divs Alder- 
men Do Not Want “to En- 
courage Bloodshed.’’ 


No promise of further public hear- 
ings on the United Railways bill, now 
in process of amendment, could be 
obtained from members of the alder- 
manic Public Utilities Committee by 
about 75 representatives of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor wnion who vis- 
ited the city hall last night to get as- 
surances that opportunity for addi- 
tional discussions of the measure 
would be accorded. As 

Members of the Public Utilities 
Committee left the city hall without 
announcing when or where the next 
meeting would be, but Chairman 
Schwartz told President Joseph Wor- 
acek of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Union that , ‘the amended Dill 
will hardly be reported to the Board 
of Aldermen Friday.”’ 

Chairman Schwartz also told Wora- 
cek that the committee ‘“‘didn’t want 
to encourage bloodshe@’ by giving 
further hearings on the bill. He said 
the committee wished to avoid repe- 
tition of the “disgraceful scenes’’ at 
the last public hearing. Schwartz 
was referring tq the demonstration 
that followed a speech by Thomas 
M. Pierce, special counsel for the 
United Railways, in which Pierce de- 
nounced members-of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union as “terror- 
ists,” “henchman” and “ignorant.” 

Asked About Extension. 

E. E. Walters, representing the 
Lindenwood Improvement  Associa- 
tion, which has been demanding an 
extension .of the Tower Grove line 
into the southwestern section of the 
city, urged Chairman Schwartz to 
indicate whether the bill without 
such provision was to be reported 
favorably. “We put you Aldermen 
here to be our servants, not our 
bosses,” Walters said. 

After the spokesmen of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union an- 
nounced their intention of remaining 
at the meeting until its close, Alder- 
man Schrantz, a member of the com- 
mittee, suggested that they be invit- 
ed to remain and that the session be 
adjourned from the committee room 
to the chamber of the Board of Al- 
dermen, where “these ladies and 
gentlemen can find seats.’’ There 
were six women in the Central 
Trades delegation. Alderman 
Schrantz said that he favored fur- 
ther hearings on the bill. 

About an hour after the committee 
convened consideration of the bill 
was undertaken. C. E. Smih, consult- 
ing engineer for the city, explained 
the cost of the various extensions— 
aggregating 12 miles of double track 
—which the State Public, Service 
Commission in 1915 ordered the Unit- 
ed Railways to build. The company 
appealed to the Supreme Court and 
had the commission’s order set aside, 
This additional mileage, which would 
have cost $980,000 in 1915, would 
necessitate an outlay of $2,000,000 
now, Smith said. Cars and other 
equipment with which to operate the 
extensions would cost about $2,000,- 
000 more, he added. 

Says Orders Are Violatcd. 

Smith said that the United Rail- 
ways is not complying with the or- 
ders of the State Public Service Com- 
mission. “You need only to get into 
one of the company’s cars to see that 
the State Commission’s orders are 
being violated,’’ Smith said to the 
committee. 

The company has not sufficient 
cars and cannot buy them for lack of 
credit, Smith said. If the controver- 
sy between the company and the city 
were settled, he said, the latter could 
purchase cars and give better service. 

Forfeiture of the franchise was 
the penalty Smith suggested for the 
company’s falure to comply with its 
provisions for service. He admitted 
that an attempt to revoke:-the grant 
on that ground would result In lit- 
igation. The best remedy, he said, 
was a close inspection of the serv- 
ice by the city to insure adequate ac- 
commodations to the public. 

Alderman Wiehe of.the committee 
asked Smith if he could say, ‘‘on his 
reputation as an engineer and an 
expert,’’ that the..12 miles of exten- 
sions and the service prescribed in 
the pending amendments “would 
give us as good a bill as we can 
get.”’ 

Smith replied that the adequacy 
of the extensions under discussion 
was problematical. ‘‘President Wil- 
son in his latest speech advocated 
world free trade,” Smith said. “If 
that comes there won't be much 
growth in St. Louis for several years. 
Should there by a ‘spurt’ after the 
war, these extensions might not be 
sufficient, but the Board of Control 
would have the _ right to require 
others.”’ 

Chairman Schwartz said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter a few minutes be- 
fore the committee adjourned that 
he and his associates had not decid- 
ed that the extensions ordered by the. 
State Public Service Commission 
would be specified in the new bill. 
The committee has not yet deter- 
mined to increase the standard of 
service proposed in the amendments.

Recruits From War Industries 
Needed to Hold Enemy Until 


LONDON, Jan. 15 (By A, P.).— 
Sir Auckland Geddes, Minister of 
Nationa] Service, announced in the 


House of Commons yesterday that 
nearly half a million men from Great 
Britain alone are to be recruited into 
the British army at the earliest date 
possible, and it is probable that 
many more will be added to that 
number in the coming months. These 
will comprise the younger men who, 
up to the present, have been exempt 
because of their employment in in- 
dustries essential to the war services 

The minister set forth the status 
and needs of the British fighting and 
munition forces and the measures 
the Government is taking after 
agreement with most of the labor 
leaders for recruitment from the 
classes of skilled workers who were 
promised exemption when conscfip- 
tion was adopted. 

The empire has enrolled 7,500,000 
fighting and labor battdlion forces 
curing the war, according to the 
statement of the Minister, and now 
has more than 4,000,000 enrolled. but 
needs more men to hold its own 
against the enemy until ithe Amer- 
ican strength is available. r 

Going into the detali= of the situa- 


“The principal facts do not support 
the statement that the armies are 
melting for lack of racruits and that 
recruiting has broken down. 

“The Government has examined 
in detail the position of the sailiez on 
the eastern front and the resuits are 
not unsatisfactory. Excluding Rus- 
sia and Rumania, the allies have a 
substantial superiority in fightine and 
ration strength over the Centra] Pow- 
ers. From a statistical standpoint 
the strength of the enemy gives no 
cause for anxiety 7 

“The withdrawal of Russia means 
that not less than 1,600,000 men will 
be made available on the western 
front. Notwithstanding Russia’s de- 
fection, th- resources of the allies 
and America are sufficient to assure 
victory and nothing but a psychologi- 
cal catastrophe can save the Centra] 
Powers. 


America Not Yet Ready. 


“Every day the hitting force of 
Britain becomes of greater import- 
ance to the alliance. Russia no lon- 
ger strikes for freedom; France has 
poured forth her strength in the 
struggle and cannot sustain the full 
burden indefinitely: America is not 
yet in the field, and months must 
elapse before she can advance with 
full stride; Italy has suffered grave 
misfortunes. 

“On Britain and on the skill. with 
hich she handles her man power in 
the months to come everything de- 
pends. 

“At sea we must be supreme; in 
the air we must win supremacy, and’ 
on land we must do the best we can 
to fill the gap Russia has made until 
America can take her place. And all 
the time we have to keep our vital 
industries going.” 

While the enemy possessed the ad- 
vantage of an interior position with a 
good railway system. continued, the 
Minister, they possessed no corre- 
sponding advantage in stability and 
solidarity of public opinion. 

Discussing the age question he said 
that the Germans were using boys of 
18 on the Russian front and that Aus:

Eduard Bernstein, who ts sincere- 
ly trying to justify the political stand 
taken by the German Social Democ- 
racy, draws the following conclu- 
sions: Were Germany under a demo- 

cratic rule, there would be no doubt 
as to how to settle accounts with 
Czarism. A democratic, Germany 
would conduct a revolutionary war 
on the Bast. It would call on the 
nations oppressed by Russia to reé- 
sist the tyrant and would give them 
the means wherewith to wage & pow- 
erful fight fer freedom. (Quite 
right!) However, Germany is not a 
democracy, and therefore it would 
be a utopian dream (Exactly) to ex- 
pect any such policy with all its 
consequences from Germany as she 
is. (Vorwarts, Aug. 28.) Very well 
then! But right'here Bernstein sud- 
denly breaks off his analysis of the- 
factual German policy “with all its 
consequences.” After showing up the 
biatant contradiction in the position 
of the German Secial Democracy, he 
closes with the unexpected hope that 
a reactionary Germany may accom- 
plish what none but a revolutionary 
Germany could accomplish. Credo 
quia absurdum. 


Liberty’s Helpful Foes. 
Nevertheless, it might be said in 
‘epposition to this that while the 
ruling class in Germany has natural- 
ly no interest in fighting Czarism, 


and, quite independently of the will 
of the Hohenzollerns, the victory of 
Germany over Russia might result 
in the great weakening, if not the 
complete overthrow of Czarism. Long 
live Hindenburg, the great uncon- 
scious instrument of the Russian 
Revolution, we might cry along with 


the Chemnitz Volksstimme. Long 
‘live the Prussian Crown Prince—also 
'a quite unconscious instrument. Long 
‘live the Sultan of Turkey who is now 
serving in the cause of the revolu- 
tion by bombarding the Russian 
cities around the Black Sea. Happy 
Russian revolution—how quickly 
the ranks of her army are growing! 


Was as Agent of Progress. 


However, let us see if there is not 
something really to be said on this 
side of the question.

As to such a possibility, there {s 
nothing to be said against it. The 
Mikado and his Samurai were not in 
the least interested in freeing Rus- 
sia, yet the Russo-Japanese War 
gave a powerful impetus to the revo- 
lutionary events that followed. 


Consequently similar results may 
be expected from the German-Rus- 


But to place the right political esti- 
mate upon these historical possibili- 
‘ties we must take the following cir- 
cumstances Into consideration. 

Those who believe that the Russc~- 
Japanese war brought on the revolu- 
tion neither know nor understand 
historical events and their relations. 
The war merely hastened the out- 
break of the revolution; but for that 
very reason it also weakened it. For 
had the revolution developed as a re- 
sult of the organic growth of inner 
forces, it would have come fater, but 
would have been far stronger and 
more systematic. Therefore, revolu- 
tion has no real interest {n war. This 
is the first consideration. And the 
second thing is, that while the Russo- 
Japanese war weakened eczarism, it 
strengthened Japanese militarism. 
The same considerations apply in a 
still higher degree to the present Ger- 
man-Russian war. 


The Leaven of Revolution. 


In the course of 1912-1914 Russia’s 
enormous industrial deyvelopmert 
once for all pulled the country out of 
its state of counter-revolutionary de- 
pression. 

The growth of the revolutionary 
movement on the foundation of the 
economic and political condition of 
the laboring masses, the growth of 
opposition in broad strata of the pop- 
ulation, led to a new period of storm 
and stress. But in contrast te the 
years 1902-1905, this movement de- 
veloped in a far more conscious, sys- 
tematic manner, and, what is more, 
was based on a,far broader social 
foundation. It néeded time to ma- 
ture, but it did not need the lances 
of the Prussian Samural. On the 
contrary, the Prussian Samurai gave 
the Czar the opportunity of playing 
the role of defender of the Serbs, the 
Belgians and the French. 

If we presuppose a catastropha!l 
Russian defeat, the war may bring a 
quicker outbreak of the Revolution, 
but at the cost of its inner weakness. 
And if the Revolution should even 
gain the upper hand undar such cir- 
cumstances, then the bayonets of the 
Hohenzollern armies would be turned 
on the Revolution. Such a prospect 
can hardly fall to paralyze Russia’s 
revolutionary forces; for it {s impos- 
sible to deny the fact that the party 
of the German proletariat stands be- 
hind the Héhenzolletfn bayonets. But 
this is only one side of the question.

“There is a new patriotisrA abroad 
in the land,’ said Vrooman. “This 
is a war in which civilian patriotism 
is rapidly being made as universal 
among noncombatants as are devu- 
tion and heroism among our soldiers 
at the front. How to bring this su- 
premely significant fact to the con- 
sciousness of the masses of our peo- 
ple is one of the most important 
| problems. 

“Our campaign »for democratic 
| preparedness began with the recent 
| profound industrial revolution 
brought about two or three years ago 
in the realm of business and finance. 
This business, ‘ndustrial and finan- 
cial preparedness is the unshakable 
foundation upon which our nation 
has been building its military super- 
structure.

The meeting of the &t. Louis Foreign Language 
Newspaper Association on the occasion of the 
visit of Louis N. Hammerling, president of the 
national association, in aid of the thrift stamp 
campaign, was significant in proof of the extraor- 
dinary unanimity of our foreign-language news- 
papers in support of the war. 

Out of the clash and wrangle of national and 
racial sympathies and interests has come @ re- 
markable unity in support of the purposes of the 
United States in the war. 

The reason is clear. It is due to the high plane 
upon which President Wilson has placed our pur- 
poses and aims in prosecuting the war. He has 
led the nation in defending our own rights and 
liberties against military despotism to the defense 
of the rights and liberties of all peoples. Our war 
¢|aims—our war platform—as defined by Mr. Wil- 
son appeal to the hearts and consciences of man- 
kind, to the deepest aspiration of all peoples, 
the aspiration for liberty and self-government—to 
all men who do not thrive on power and privi- 
lege. To this banner of righteousness, co-opera-~- 
tion and peace the people of the earth must rally. 

Americans of all origins who have tasted the 
fruits of free government and who desire that 
their kinsmen in Europe shal! enjoy its fruits can 
unite on this common ground. 

Of course, there are exceptions, but they are 
few. They prove the rule. This practical unanim- 
ity of the foreign-language newspapers on 
America’s cause in the war is peculiarly gratify- 
ing and valuable because the foreign-language 
newspapers can make a special contribution to 
the great service of the American press in uni- 
fying national sentiment and the mobilizing of 
our spiritual forces for effective warfare. They 
reach elements of the population not reached by 
the English-language newspapers—elements which 
have access to the populations of Europe, includ- 
ing the populations of the Central Powers.

‘‘PRIVOLOUS’’ WAR REASONS. 
“Frivolous” is the word a German newspaper 
uses to describe the reasons for America’s declara- 
tion of war. It was frivolity which caused every 
American heart to burn with anger at every rec- 
ollection of the murdered babies of the Lusitania. 
It was frivolous to resent the piecemeal destruc- 
tion of our merchant marine. It was frivolous to 
refuse to send only one passenger ship a week to 
Europe and to mark that one with painted bands 
and keep the Stars and Stripes hanging at its 
stern. It was: frivolous to resent the plotting 
which would have set Mexico and Japan at our 
throats. It was frivolous to turn a sympathetic 
ear to the cry of Belgium’s ravished women and 
the plaint of her enslaved men. It was frivolous 
not to remain quiescent while the liberties of the 
world were being destroyed. It was frivolous to 
do anything but to stand aside in respectful aloof- 
ness while junkerdom was trying to overthrow 
every principle of fustice, humanity and inter- 
national law for which Americans have shed their 
blood since there has been an American people. 
It is perhaps to be regretted that there is a 
misunderstanding of the meanings of certain 
words as between us and the Germans. But if 
all these things are what the Germans call friv- 
olous, we should like to know what they would 
consider a serious cause for going to war! 


JOSEPH CAILLAUX’S TRIAL. 
Whether Joseph Caillaux really is an arch- 
traitor or is simply the victim of a formidable 
cabal of personal enemies, his arrest on a charge 
of treason was to be expected when the French 
Chamber of Deputies, on Dec. 23, deprived him of 
parliamentary immunity from imprisonment by a 
vote of 417 to 2. The mere fact, however, that a 
former Premier, former Minister of Finance, for- 
mer President of the Radical party and former 
army paymaster is in jail with such serious of- 
fenses alleged against him brings to light a tre- 
mendously interesting situation in France. 
Calllaux’s career has been a spectacular one. 
His rise to power was rapid. He became a storm 
center when he first proposed a radical income- 
tax measure. In the swirl of international poll- 
tics which preceded the present war he was active- 
ly trying to arrange a close banking and finan- 
cial alliance between capitalists of Paris and 
Serlin. 

Bitter attacks upon him in the Paris Figaro 
early in 1914 led to the dramatic assassination 
of Gaston Calmette, editor of that paper, by 
Mme, Caillaux. Her trial and acquittal in July 
was still the world’s greatest sensation when it 
was eclipsed by the breaking out of hostilities. 
Caillaux, who was a Sergeant in the reserves, 
was made army paymaster, with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant, in August, but was suddenly sent to 
Brazil on some mission, the purpose of which 
was never fully disclosed. : 

Soon after his return from Brazil in January,

accused of being close to Bolo Pasha in the famous 
spy affair and of being associated with Miguel 
Almeryda, editor of the Bonnet Rouge, among 
whose papers were found documents hinting at 
intrigues with the enemy.

OUR NAVY’S. SPLENDID 

The House naval inquiry was. directed editte- 
ularly toward the conduct of the Ordnance Bureau, 
but the committee, in the tribute it pays to the 
bureau's efficiency, has given the public the bene- 
fit of facts brought out in its investigation bear- 
ing on the general condition of our navy. 

It was to be expected, perhaps, that this inquiry 
would have more satisfactory results than some 
of the other inquiries in progress simultaneously. 
We have glways regarded the navy as our first 
line of defense. ~ | 

Then, too, the navy has opportunities in peace 
which are denied to the land forces. It is an 
active branch of service when the army is under 
the stagnating influence of lack of employment. 
“The organization of the (Naval Ordnance) Bu- 
reau in time of peace,” says the committee, “had 
been so developed as to make it an organization 
for war.” 

The methods of the bureau must be accepted as 
typical of the methods of other bureaus of the 
department, among which it cannot be assumed 
to be an exception. Practically all correspondence 
is answered on the day éf its receipt, the com- 
mittee found. The bureau’s sense of responsibil- 
ity does not end with the signing of a contract. 
A “follow-up” system is in force which acquaints 
officials with the difficulties encountered, the 
progress made and the extent of the departmental 
}co-operation needed for the promptest and best 
results. 

These methods are in lamentable contrast with 
thosé of some other bureaus having great re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of the war. That, 
in addition to meeting the enormously augmented 
needs of the navy proper, the bureau has supplied 
guns for 1100 merchant ships, many of them under 
allied flags, is a creditable showing in adequacy. 

Judging from the storm of criticism with which 
Secretary Daniels was assailed up to a few 
months ago, it might have been supposed that 
the naval record to date would be one of shocking 
inefficiency. That it is a record of splendid effi- 
ciency under adverse circumstances shows better 
than anything else the unfair and untruthful 
nature of that criticism. 

UP TO MB. M’ADOO NOW. 

Acting on the petition of towns on the west 
bank of the Mississippi for relief from railroad 
rates placing their traffic over Illinois lines at 
a disadvantage as compared with Chicago’s tratf-

Commission ordered the discriminating abated. 
The text of the order seemed to give the rail- 
roads the option of lowering the rate between 
towns on the west bank and Chicago, which rate 
had previously been given the commission’s 
sanction, or of raising the 2-cent-a-mile rate be- 
tween towns on the east bank and Chicago. 
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At any rate, the roads decided to raise such 


rates as that between Granite City and Chicago— 
rates between points wholly in Illinois—tnd to 
prevent the interference of the Illinois Public 
Utility Board brought a restraining suit before 
Judge Landis in the Federal Court at Chicago. 
Judge Landis threw the case out. On appeal the 
Federal Supreme Court has affirmed Judge Lan- 
dis’ view. It added that the Federal commission’s 
rate could not be given precedence over a State 
rate established by law, “except where it is clear 
and is made to remove a disparity between a state 
and an interstate rate.” 

The decision is interesting as one of the few 
recent instances in which state authority has: 
been upheld in a conflict with Federal authority 
in railroad matters and because it was handed 
down after the Government took over railroad 
operation as one of its functions. 

Should the commission rescind its order against 
discrimination, the charge for tickets between St. 
Louis and Chicago might continue to be $1.33 
more than for tickets between East St. Louis and 
Chicago. But if the order stands, as presumably 
it will, the two rates must be equalized. To do 
that, apparently, both must’be given the benefit 
of the 2-cent rate, as Counsel Folk suggested in 
the trial of the case in the local Federal court. 

In principle St. Louis wins its case. Just how 
the principle will be applied is a further point. 
As to that, much now depends on Railroad Di- 
rector McAdoo. 


DRAFT AND GRAFT. 
The curious discovery has been made that many 
members of draft boards, otherwise intelligent 
and well fitted for their positions, spell so badly 
that their usefulness is seriously impaired. It 
has been found that they fall down on draft, 
spelling it g-r-a-f-t. 
If the effects were only orthographical it might 
be put up with, but every time a board member 
puts a “g” where a “d” ought to be, in violation 
of the recognized law of phonetic change, it costs 
the Government a lot of money and the Govern- 
ments needs its money to fight the Germans with. 
When the draft boards were appointed it was 
supposed that they all were patriots and there- 
fore capable of telling the difference between 
draft and graft and the Government took a chance 
with them. A maximum of $150 a month was 
allowed for each member, exclusive of clerical 
help. 
It was expected, of course, that the members 
would be as punctilious about their minimum as 
the Government was liberal with its maximum, 
but the bad spellers among the members wanted 
to be as generous as the Government and they 
made out their expense accounts on the maximum 
basis, regardless of whether they had registered 
many or few.

It 
is estimated that 30,000 persons 
died in the north of Russia from 
starvation and privation last year.”

Certain 
detachments who have had three or 
six months of hospital training serve 
in the wards. Other detachments 
cook, others arrange and carry in 
the food-trays, others do the scrap- 
ping and the dishwashing.

This in order to give the fuse timé 
enough to burn down, so that the 
bomb would explode before the Ger- 
mans could throw it back. 

Tommy read the order—he read@s 
them all, but after he ignited the fuse 
and it began to smoke—orders were 
forgotten, and away she went in 
record time and back she came to 
the further discomfort of the throw- 
er. 
Then another order was issued to 
count, “100! 200! 300!” but Tommy 
didn’t care if the order read to count 
up to a thousand by quarters he 
was going to get rid of that “jam 
tin,’ becauge from experience he had 
learned not to trust it. 

When the powers that be realized 
that they could not change Tommy. 
they decided to change the type of 
bomb and did so—substituting the 
“hair brush,” the “cricket ball,” and 
later the Mills bomb. 

The standard bomb used in the 
British army is the “Mills.” Tt is 
about the shape and size of a large 
lemon. Although not actually a lem- 
on, Fritz Insists that it is; perhaps 
he judges it by the havoc caused by 
its explosion. The Mills bomb is 
made of steel, the outside of which 
is corrugated into 438 small squares 
which, upon the explosion of the 
bomb, scatter In a wide area, wound- 
ing or killing any Fritz who fs wun- 
fortunate enough to be hit by one 
of the flying fragments.
